To provide for the better Administration of Justice in the 
Court of Chancery of Ireland, in relation to the General 
Orders of Court necessary to carry into full effect an Act 
of the Fourth year of his late Majesty, for the better 
Administration of Justice in the Court of Chancery 
in Ireland.

" Administration of Justice in the Court of Chancery in Ireland,” 
after reciting, that it appears from the Reports of the Commis- 
5 sioners therein mentioned, that the Ministerial Offices of the said 
Court of Chancery in Ireland require Regulations for insuring the 
more easy, cheap and expeditious Administration of Justice in the 
said Court, it is recited in the words following, “ And whereas 
“ some of sucl > Regulations may be carried into effect by general 
to “ Orders of the said Court, but certain other Regulations are 
“ re< l uir ed, which cannot be carried into effect without the aid of 
“ Parliament:” And whereas certain General Orders for the 
aforesaid purpose are referred to, as proposed to be adopted, by the 
then Lord Chancellor and Master of the Rolls, transmitted, on the 
15 third day of April One thousand eight hundred and eighteen, to 
William Gregory, Esquire, for the information of His Excellency 
the then Lord Lieutenant: And whereas the General Order 

bearing date the twenty-ninth day of January One thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-four, is the only one of the said General Orders 
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so referred to, which has been issued since the passing of the said 
Act : And whereas it is expedient and necessary that the said part 
of the said Regulations to be effectuated through the said General 
Orders of the Court, should be carried into execution without further
